The next Morning the fame Congregation of Car- 
dinals was held again, when the Arch Prieft of Oftia 
being fent for, was ordered to return back, and take 
an exact Account of all the Damage which the Spaniards 
had done there, tothe end that Satisfaétion may be de- , 
manded. After the Congregation was over, the Pope ¢ 
fent the Commiflary General of Provifions with 4 ‘
